able toleration; yet, if it is not preſcribed

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by authority in expreſs terms how far ſuch 
toleration of conſtruction is to reach, the 
ſtrict ſenſe cannot be made away with 
without a crime, and all mental deviation 
is undoubtedly culpable, perhaps a lying 
to the Holy Ghoſt ; at the fame time that 
the latitude of ſuch mental departure from 
the latter is unlimited, and in a manner in- 
finite. This ſeems to be the moſt neceſſary 
ad vance on our part, to join hands with 
diſſentients, for the union of Chriſt's flock ; 1 
for it is certainly incumbent on us to remove 
our own ' prejudices, before we can point 
out thoſe of others; the beam in our own 
eye will. prevent our clear diſcernment of 
that in our brother's.

conſtruction is wrong. What is right re- 
mains for enquiry. With regard to the 
fin of idolatry, it being only a ritual 
crime, forbidden merely by revealed law, 
with a penalty particularly annexed to it, 
it relates not to morality ; the paſſions are 
not concerned therein; vith reſpe& to 
them, tis an indifferent act, and there is no 
hereditary, no natural temptation to this 
ſort of tranſgreſſion, but the whole i 

matter entirely wilful. If the father com- 
mits this ſin then, the ſon knows it to be 


an expreſs vice, and knows the penalty 


annexed to it; if therefore he follows his 
father's ſteps, he, in open defiance to tlie 
effects, dares to avow his father's tranſ- 
| con, and confirms the ill example ſet 
of deſpiſing God's poſitive commands, even 
in a matter of the utmoſt indifference, and 
conſents to take the worſt conſequences 
upon himſelf. But, if he diſapproves of 
his father's idolatry, is uninfluenced by his 
example (for in this lies the danger here 
to ee and obſerves God's will in 
| general,

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general, he is ſo far from being liable to 
Heaven's diſpleaſure, that he ſecures divine 
mercy both to himſelf, and future genera- 
tions; who following his good example will 
fare the better on his account, as well as 


their n. 
Im this particular caſe then it is in every 
perſon's power not only to avert the puniſh- 
ment but procure: good; all tranſgreſſion 
muſt be voluntary, and the viſitation void 
of injuſtice: and the menace cannot relate 
merely to parental ſin, except as to the ill con- 
ſequences of a bad example, without a con- 
tradition. We read in Ezechiel c. xviii. 
ver. 19. Doth not the ſon bear the iniquity 
«of the father? When the fon hath done 


„that which is lawful; he ſhall ſurely live. 


But we find that Adam's tranſgreſſion de- 
prived both him and his poſterity of Para- 
diſe. In Adam all die, in Adam all tranſ- 
greſs; as Levi paid tithes to Melchiſedec in 
the loins of Abraham, Heb. vii. Through 
him we are born in fin, and the children of 


_ wrath. Let us try to find the injuſtice of this. 
Adam Was *— expelled Paradife on 
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account of his. tranſgreſſion: yet this event 
being certain to God, there was no altera- 
tion in the divine plan; and Adam, after 
receiving the mortification due to his diſobe- 
dience; was, placed in a ſtate moſt ſuitable 
to ſuch a being; and he was undoubredly 
placed in Paradiſe on the certainty of his 
- etimez;the loſs of ſuch a ſtation being judged 
the moſt adequate puniſhment to his offence; 
for God could not be. unacquainted with 
what Adam would attempt, and therefore 
could: never have intended his ſtay in that 
bliſsful abode, not that he would have 
turned him out unde ſervedly, but becauſe 
e knew he would deſerve it: Adam there- 
fore fuffered only an imaginary evil, necei- 
Jary to deter him from future guilt, and 
keep him in the track. laid out for him, 
which other wiſe he would run out of, 
being it liberty to do ſo; and his poſtęrity

diſe to mankind? The reply 1s, that the 


term F relates to the uncertainty of human 
knowledge, and has no place in omni- 


ſcience: for, though Adam's conduct was at 
his option, yet infinite knowledge was at once 
certain both of his option and his conduct. 
And this muſt be, becauſe all things are 
preſent, and nothing future to God, whoſe, 
name is I am:“ paſt and future relating to 
limited capacities, which cannot deſcribe, 
God's inſtant comprehenſion of whole dura- 
ration, becauſe we cannot comprehend it, 
ourſelves, and can only tell what it is not: 
St. John ſays, «© Time ſhall be no more,” 

Rev. x. 6. And that excellent ſketch of 
Eternity in Plutarch cannot be too much ad- 


mired, .* God, we ſhould ſay, is; and is, 


« with reſpect to no time, but relative to an 


- immoveable, timeleſs, indeclinable ſempi⸗ \ 
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« ternity, and of which nothing is before, 
tc or after, or new; but being one, with 
one now, fills Eternity; and ſolely is 
jn this reſpect in reality a being, neither 
* paſt, nor future, nor beginning nor end- 
« ing.” And Plato, who ſtiles God, the 
being, or that which is, ſays “we aſcribe 
© to the Eternal Being, was and ſhall be, 
«2s if gradation of time reſpected him: 

e but this is an impropriety of ſpeech ; we 
«© mention him as one who was and is to be, 
ce of whom ſtrictly ſpeaking we can only ſay 
* that he is:“ See Plutarch on the word 
Ei, and Plato's Phædrus and Timæus. Thus 
the terms, a parte ante and a parte poſt are 
nonſenſical and abſurd : infinity whether of 
duration or of any other ſort cannot conſiſt 
of parts; as a part added muſt enlarge what 
was before at its utmoſt extent, and a part 
ſubſtracted muſt render it leſs than infinite; 
which by reſtoring unity thereto, will nor 
be reſtored to Infinity, for if limited before, 
its limitation is removed only. one determi- 

22 er- nate degree further off now. A +Thus likewiſe 

* 3 preſcience and predeſtination, when ** 
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dreſſed to God, are the fantaſtical dreams 
of ſchoolmen, and relate only to human 
ideas; can a fact and the fore- knowledge 
thereof be together? The omnipreſent 
knowledge of God then, inſtead of, prov- 
ing preſcience, deſtroys and ſwallows it 
up. So predeſtination implies a priority 
of time to performance; therefore there is 
a limitation to the act of an unlimited 
power, and eternity is to be meaſured- by 
events, and yet is confeſſedly unmeaſurable. 
So that as the term predeſtination is men- 
rioned in Scripture, as Epheſ. i. 11, it is to 
accommodate things to human ideas, and the 
order in which ſhort- ſighted mortals appre- 
hend them; whereas our conduct, election, 
cond emnation and doom are all equally pre- 
ſent to the infinite being: Thus, “ fi parva 
« licet componere magnis, Vir. Geor. a per- 
ſon ſeated in a houſe can only obſerve gra- 
dually the motion of one ſmall tract of the 
Heavens after another, while he that is on 
a Mountain diſcerns the revolution of the 
whole hemiſphere at once. But you ſay 
* the loſs of Paradiſe to mankind be 

2 thus 
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accounted for; what muſt we conclude from 
our being ſinners at our birth, and receiving 
the wages of ſuch ſin and of Adam's alſo; 
the death we die in Adam, the death unto 
immortal bliſs? or of God's benevolence, 
who could permit fin, or create perſons 
whom he knew would incur fin? In anſwer 
to this laſt ; beſides that preſcience relates 
only to human notions and progreſſion re- 
ſpects not eternity, it is a moſt noble oppor- 
tunity of exerciſing his benevolence; for 
even wilful ſinners on a ſincere repentance 
are encouraged to hope for pardon, and on 
due application to depend on aſſiſtance for 
their future preſervation: © where ſin 
* abounded, grace did much more abound,” 
Rom. v. 20. Is not this a glorious field for 
diſplaying divine love, mercy, and graciouſ- 
neſs ; thoſe beautiful, thoſe tranſporting 
perfections mankind are too much intereſted 
in not to admire, extol, and adore. Sin is 
then that greater good may come; and per- 
fect juſtice requires that bliſs ſnould be the 
meed of faithful ſervice not to be won with- 
out a ſtruggle.

need therefore not be afraid of approach- 
ing it unworthily ; for otherwiſe, who is 
there that is truly worthy ?' All worthineſs 


| conſiſts i in our endeavours to be leſs unwor- 


thy. Even the angels are not without ſpot. 
Let that wretch tremble indeed at his 
unworthineſs, who preſumes to approach 
the Lord's table, through ſecular views, 
without compundtion, perhaps with a tho- 


rough contempt of, all religion; his con- 
dition appears, if poſſible, worſe than 


that of thoſe who wholly abſent them- 


ſelves from the holy communion in conſe- 
quence of the ſame abandoned principles. 


For the fake of perſons of nice conſci- 
ences 
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ences let me ſay, that a diffidence of our: 
ſelves that we ſhall not be able to keep 
our promiſes of amendment is no reaſon 
why we ſhould forbear to make ſuch pro- 
miſes : it is a great ſin to make an inſincere 
engagement with God; it is alſo a great 
ſin to abſtain from making any engage- 


ment at all: it is our duty to promiſe ; it 


is our duty to perform according to our 
utmoſt power. We muſt deſire and ſtrive 
conſtantly to leave wickedneſs, and muſt 
not be diffident of God's mercy and grace, 
the one to aſſiſt us in the works of repen- 
tance, the other to pardon human frailty. 
Let us take eſpecial care that this diffidence 
ariſe not from a ſecret bent and longing to 
continue in the paths of fin, and even à 
calm reſignation thereto, rather than from 
a conſcience and conviction of the inſta- 
bility of human purpoſes, and the frailty 
of our nature; which is ſo far juſt, while 
we do not deſperately and wilfully reſign 
ourſelves to ſuch propenſity, as it makes 
us rather cleave to God for aſſiſtance, than 


preſumptuouſly confide in the ſingle ſtrength 
; _ | of

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of our own weak reſolution, and too too 
feeble endeavours. And as to a ſenſe of our 
own impurity, we certainly ought to ren- 


der ourſelves as pure as poſlible, and the 


more we have neglected this already, the 
more we ought to exert ourſelves to redeem 
the loſt time. Our impurity is no inſig- 
nificant matter, and requires the deepeſt 
contritton ; but it is better to approach 
with true repentance, than to abſcond 
through falſe reſpect; it is ſafer to truſt 
to the mercy of. our bounteous God than 


to miſtruſt it; and though reverence may 


be a good motive for retiring, remorſe is a 
ſure ground for our reliance. The pre- 
ſent opportunity may never be recovered, 
or again as much, perhaps more neglected. 
But indeed it is far the beſt to have our 
lamps as much as poſſible in readineſs, 5 
that we may not be overtaken altogether 
unprepared at the laſt. And who knows 
but it might happen at the very inſtant of 
our withdrawing from the Lord's table! 
So that on all accounts, it is more eligible

Peter and John having been actually at 
tha ſepulchre, their accounts muſt have

of miracles; yet where the human powers 
were ſufficient, as in the relation of facts 
come to their knowledge, the preſervation 
of ſuch powers is all that was requiſite, 
and an extraordinary interpoſition of the 
Holy Spirit would ſeem to be ſuperfluous. 
Now John wrote his own goſpel, and Peter 


is generally allowed to have delivered 
Mark's; therefore the particular accounts. 


of Mark and John are in the firſt place 


to be attended to; and the general ac- 


counts of St. Matthew and St. Luke muſt 


be explained by the others; eſpecially St., 


Matthew, as we have only a tranſlation 
of his hiſtory. Not that St. Luke's and 
St. Matthew's goſpel is falſe ; but not fall 
and explicit on this head as the others. 


N Now 
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Now St. John very particularly deſcribes 
Magdalen going twice to the ſepulchre j 
and the laſt time ſhe ſaw our Saviour ; the 
other Evangeliſts all mention the women 
generally as going there, but mention no- 
thing of Magdalen's ſecond trip; and St. 
Matthew fays in a ſummary way, our Sa- 
viour was ſeen of them, uſing the plural

which of them ſaw him“ Bur St. Mark, 
tho he as well as the reſt only touches on 
the women's vifit in the lamp, yet alludes 
to John's particular account, telling us, 
that Chriſt appeared firſt to Mary Mag- 
dalen.
